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Toward  the  end  of  the  first  week,  the  two  study  group  chairmen,  with  perhaps 
one  or  two  helpers,  will  start  to  prepare  briefings  which  will  later  be  checked  by  their 
groups.  In  the  meantime  a  short  study  will  be  formed  which  will  run  Saturday 
morning,  all  day  Monday,  and  Tuesday  morning  of  the  second  week.  This  keeps 
the  people  in  the  two  study  groups  occupied  when  they  are  not  listening  to  and 
reviewing  their  chairman's  presentations.  No  briefing  of  the  short  study  will  be 
required,  although  a  record  of  discussions  and  a  short  report  of  findings  will  be 
prepared  by  the  short  study  co-chairmen.  Membership  in  the  short  study  will  be  a 
mix  of  those  serving  on  the  two  study  groups,  with  perhaps  the  addition  of  a  few 
others. 

Two  special  studies,  with  restricted  membership,  will  also  take  place.  One 
special  study  will  update  the  Russian  scenarios  developed  last  year,  and  the  second 
will  focus  on  the  process  of  building  scenarios  of  future  security  environments. 

We  are  confident  that  you  will  find  the  summer  study  interesting  and 
rewarding.  I  look  forward  to  meeting  with  you.
